General Information 


Eligibility for Admission 
The admission requirements for each program 
are outlined on the following pages. 


Teachers-in-training at the Ontario Teacher 
Education College or an Ontario college, facul- 
ty, or school of education, and teachers who 
hold Letters of Standing may apply for admis- 
sion to any of the programs for which they are 
otherwise qualified. A Letter of Permission will 
not be accepted in lieu of a basic teaching cer- 
tificate for admission to any program. 


Some programs require a certain number of 
years of successful teaching experience as a 
prerequisite for admission. Teaching experi- 
ence obtained on a Letter of Permission will 
not be accepted towards the experience 
requirement for any program. 


The eligibility of each applicant for Ministry 
credit will be determined by the Information 
Systems and Records Branch, Ministry of Edu- 
cation, Ontario, Mowat Block, Queen’s Park, 
Toronto, Ontario, M7A 1L2. 


Application and Fees 

Applications for admission are to be mailed to 
the Ministry of Education, Ontario, 

P.O. Box 560, Postal Station F, 50 Charles 
Street East, Toronto, Ontario, M4Y 2N4. 


The following is the schedule of fees for 1978: 
A four-week or five-week course (125 hours) 


$150 
A two-week seminar $60 
A one-week seminar $30 


Fees must be paid by cheque or money order 
made payable to the Treasurer of Ontario and 
must be submitted with the application form. 
Postdated cheques will not be accepted. If 
applicants are not admitted, their fees will be 
refunded. 


Applications should be mailed early. If, asa 
result of the small number of applicants, the 
Ministry should decide not to offer a program, 
applicants for admission thereto will be 
notified shortly after May 17. 


Applications postmarked later than May 10 
may not be considered. Applications post- 
marked later than June 1 wili not be accepted 
unless accompanied by the required docu- 
mentation and a letter from the appropriate 
supervisory officer explaining the lateness of 
the application. 


An interim receipt will not be sent to appli- 
cants, but receipt of the registration fee will be 
acknowledged in the letter of admission or | 
refusal. An official receipt for deduction under 
Paragraph 60(f) of the Income Tax Act will be 
issued by the Ministry of Education, Ontario, 
between January 1 and February 28, 1979, to 
everyone who has attended a program. 


Ex-servicemen and women of Her Majesty's 
Forces are not required to pay registration 
fees, but must submit, with their application 
form, documentary evidence of honourable 
discharge from active service. 


Refunds 

If a candidate withdraws from a program, a full 
refund of fees will be made if the Ministry of 
Education is so advised prior to the first day of 
that program. 


If a candidate withdraws for any reason during 
the first week of a program, the fee payable 
shall be $20, and the balance of the fee paid 
shall be refunded. No refund will be made in 
the case of withdrawal during the second or 
succeeding weeks of a program, except for 
medical reasons supported by a doctor’s cer- 
tificate or on compassionate grounds. 


Advanced Standing 

If candidates have previously completed 
related courses, they may send the transcripts 
of these courses to the Information Systems 
and Records Branch and inquire about their 
eligibility for exemption from one or more of 
the courses leading to the most advanced cer- 
tificate in the subject area. 


Registration 

All cand ‘dates will present themselves for reg- 
istration with their Letter of Admission at 08:00 
on the ‘rst day of the session at the places at 
which the programs are to be given, unless 
other’ sise directed. 


Candidates for the Principal’s Course will pres- 
ent themselves for registration on the dates 
and at the times indicated by the course princi- 
pal. 


Note 1: Any candidate attending a program in 
which children are participating, and who has 
not during the preceding year either taught for 
a school board or attended a program leading 
to basic certification as a teacher in Ontario, 
shall provide, on the first day of the program, 
evidence of freedom from active tuberculosis. 


Note 2: Teachers attending a summer program 
given entirely in French are eligible to apply for 
bursaries funded by the Secretary of State.

Attendance 

Since the programs are brief and the work 
concentrated, regular attendance is mandato- 
ry. There is no provision for admitting teachers 
who are not prepared to attend regularly for 
the full period of the program. 


Since each summer program is a complete 
unit designed to occupy the full attention of 
candidates, it is not possible for a teacher to 
be admitted to more than one of the programs 
scheduled for the same dates. Music is an 
exception: both a vocal and an instrumental 
music course may be taken in the same sum- 
mer. 


Certification 

A candidate who has been admitted by the 
Information Systems and Records Branch to a 
course for which a certificate is given will be 
granted a Ministry credit once the official in 
charge of the course reports to the Information 
Systems and Records Branch that the candi- 
date has successfully completed the course. 


A candidate who holds a Letter of Standing 
and who successfully completes a course that 
leads to a certificate will receive credit for the 
course, but the candidate’s certificate will be 
withheld. When the candidate qualifies for an 
Ontario interim teaching certificate and com- 
pletes any teaching experience that may be 
required, he or she may apply to the Informa- 
tion Systems and Records Branch for the cer- 
tificate. 


Ministry Credit 

A candidate who has been admitted by the 
Information Systems and Records Branch to a 
program for which a Certificate is not given 
may be given a Letter of Attendance or 

granted Ministry credit in the form of a Letter of 
Success once the official in charge of the pro- 
gram reports to the Information Systems and 
Records Branch that the candidate has suc- 
cessfully completed the program. 


A certificate that is ‘‘valid in an elementary 
school (or an elementary and a secondary 
school) in which the holder is otherwise qual- 
ified to teach” does not permit the holder to 
teach in the field of the certificate (e.g., music 
or Special Education) in a school in which his 
or her basic teaching certificate is not valid. 


Appeals 

Candidates who do not qualify for standing ina 
course may have their cases reconsidered by 
lodging an appeal in writing with the Informa- 
tion Systems and Records Branch on or before 
November 6, 1978. Such candidates must state 
the reasons for the appeal and enclose a che- 
que for $2 payable to the Treasurer of Ontario. 
The fee will be refunded to those candidates 
whose appeals are successful.

Eligibility for admission: A certificate or Letter 
of Standing qualifying the applicant to teach in 
an elementary or secondary school in Ontario. 


Course information: Communication Through 
Media has been designed as a three-part pro- 
gram leading to a Specialist Certificate in Edu- 
cational Media. 


Parts | and Il are geared mainly to the needs of 
the classroom teacher. The Specialist program 
will provide teachers with specialized expertise 
needed to take a leadership role in the use of 

educational media at the school or board level. 


The objectives of Part | are (a) to provide 
teachers with experience in the use of educa- 
tional media; (b) to provide a sound theoretical 
basis for the effective use of such media; and 
(c) to provide experience in the production of 
educational media. 


Certification: A candidate who successfully 
completes this course will be granted a Letter 
of Success. 


Communication Through Media, 
Part Il 


Dates: July 5 — August 3 
Location: Toronto 


Eligibility for admission: A certificate or Letter 
of Standing qualifying the applicant to teach in 
an elementary or secondary school in Ontario 
and the Letter of Success granted to candi- 
dates who successfully completed the course 
in Communication Through Media offered in 
Toronto in 1976, or equivalent qualifications. 
(Courses in Audio-Visual Methods or Learning 
Materials are not considered equivalent qualifi- 
cations.) 


Course information: Candidates will be given 
opportunities to gain expertise in the use of 
many types of educational media, to become 
aware of aids to the selection of materials, and 
to develop criteria for the evaluation of the 
various types of educational media. Experi- 
ences will be provided in the production of a 
variety of learning materials based on a sound 
knowledge of current communication theory, 
of effective use of materials, and of the specific 
educational need for such resources.

ability to communicate in both written and spo- 
ken French.

Part I: This course is designed to prepare can- 
didates to teach French as a second language 
in the core (or regular) program in the Primary, 
Junior, and Intermediate divisions (K-10) or in 
the Intermediate and Senior divisions (7-13).
